The cricket, football, and Colts teams all did 
well, and were well supported, but always looking for new 
members. The thriving Scouts and Girl Guide groups enjoyed 
an array of activities but some of these groups do need 
better facilities. Lots of groups meet at the Church, where 
holiday schemes, meals and drop in events regularly take 
place, and a warm welcome is extended to everyone. It is 
important that our community groups continue to grow and 
thrive -so don't hesitate to join in. The Bar Hill community 
welcomes everyone. The school had done extremely well 
with goods results academically and in sporting activities. We 
heard that it is looking for support in order to ensure our 
young people have every opportunity for development to 
reach their potential. They are looking at ways to raise 
money and seek practical help and support. The pre-school 
at the Village Hall is also looking for more committee 
members. 

The Council is working on a number of capital projects 
following the sale of The Willows. A working party had been 
looking at enhancement of facilities for young people.

Here's what you could say: "Thanks, but I'd like to think 
about it. Bye!" Be safe, not sorry; don't be rushed into a 
decision. 

Break-ins 

There has been an increase in burglaries across South 
Cambs recently, with access gained at the rear of the 
property, often by breaking a window. 

If at all possible:- 

- secure side gates with a good lock; 

- avoid keeping wheelie bins where they can be used to 
climb over a gate/fence; 

- lock sheds so tools cannot be used for house break-in. 

- lock doors and windows when you are out and at night 
(have keys concealed but available for your use in an 
emergency); 

- consider window alarms (only £2 from 
Rachel.Carr@cambs.pnn.police.uk Tel.101); 

- use lights and radio on timer switches to make your 
house appear occupied when you are out (its easy to 
forget to do this with lighter evenings); 

- be a good neighbour and always investigate unusual 
noises (burglars rely on us not bothering).

- COUNTY COUNCILLOR REPORT - 
A new chapter beckons for the County Council when it meets 
for the first time since elections on 23rd May. Following four 
years of no overall control, one group now holds a majority. 
This will no doubt influence the way the Council works in 
future. Any decisions will allow time for the large number of 
new councillors to establish their views. 

The election also determined that James Palmer will be the 
first Mayor of the Cambridgeshire & Peterborough Combined 
Authority. In April it was confirmed that the first tranche of 
funding was received amounting to £40.5 m. Of more direct 
local interest perhaps was confirmation that the 2017-18 
highways maintenance block has been received. The sum of 
£1.155 m shown in the Pothole Action Fund for 
Cambridgeshire County Council is additional to the £2.5 m 
which the County Council has allocated to address potholes, 
grass verge maintenance and associated works. I am trying to 
clarify what this might mean for us locally. 

A significant milestone was recently passed for South 
Cambridgeshire's new town at Northstowe when residents 
moved into the first completed new homes. 

I am very grateful to have four more years to serve the Bar Hill 
Division. I look forward to receiving your comments and 
questions about local matters.

FAKE POLICE 

Reports have been received of incidents where a lone 
fraudster approaches victims to ask for directions. Several 
other fraudsters then intervene, claiming to be police officers 
in plain clothes, sometimes presenting false identification. 

The fake officers give a reason to examine the victims' 
personal items. They may also examine the first fraudster's 
items or tell the victim that the first fraudster is suspicious in 
order to gain trust and appear more realistic. 

After all the fake police checks are finished the victim's 
personal items are returned but later they realise that a 
quantity of money or valuables are missing. 

How to protect yourself: 

• If an individual claims to be a police officer ask for their 
name, rank and force, and examine any identification 
presented. This is always good practice but especially 
important if they are not in uniform. 

• The police will never ask for your passwords or PIN details. 
Do not give this information to anyone . 

• The police (or your bank) will never ask you to withdraw/ 
transfer any money to them or to a safe account.
